Woman at Whose Home He

The detective department is now trying 
to obtain evidence which will show the 
movements of Dennis Cummings on Satur- 
day, April 18, the day of his death, and 
which will also show how much money he 
had on that day. 

The theory is advanced that he was robbed 
during the day, presumably after the 
was shot. iIf this can be substantiated the 
police believe it will be of great value as 
tending to uphold a charge of murder in 
the first degree against Mrs. Minnie Cum- 
mings, his wife, who sh& him and who 
is held for the grandjury’s action. 

An important witness has been found in

I guess ‘at let this 
little while. and let you 
again if I decide on the room.” 

Te then left. Mrs. Gable did not notice 
any signs that he had been drinking. 

Nothing more was seen of Cummings 
by the residents of the house until about 
3 o'clock. Then he arrived with a large 
Saratoga trunk and a valise. He gaid 
that he had decided to take the room, 

At this time Miss Enders was in. Mrs. 
Gable says that on this occasion neither 
she nor Miss Enders noticed any indica- 
tion that Cummings was under the influ- 
ence of liquor. 

He did not pay for his room, but jingled 
loose change in his pocket, Mrs. Gable says. 

Shortly after he left the house, and 
nothing more was seen of him. He was 
killed about-5:30 that evening at 2814 Locust 
strem.

BAKER-HOWARD 
FEUD RE-OPENED 


Special ta the Post-Dispatch, 

LONDON, Ky., May 6.—Almost at the 
same hour when James B. Marcum was 
shot by an assassin in the courthouse of 
Breathitt County, Sid Baker, who married 
the sister cf Jim Howard, recently con- 
victed for the third time of the killing of 
Gov. Goebel, was assassinated, and Hump 
Burns, who accompanied Baker. was shot 
through the arm in a thrilling encounter in 
Clay County. 

The battle took place near Enedina, and. 
when the smoke of this encounter cleared 
away, it marked the reopening of the 
Baker-Howard feud that has long been one 
of the bloody features of Kentucky moun- 
tain life. 

News of the killing of Baker comes to 
London, the nearest telegraph station, ‘in 
piecemeal 

Men are afraid to be heard talking about 
the tragedy, for each clan of the feudists 
has its spies ever on the alert. 

In this case, the slayer is known. Wm. 
McCollum is his name. but he has not 
been caught and no officers have gone in 
search of him. McCollum belongs to the 
Baker faction of Clay County, while, 
strangely enough, Sid Baker was allied 
with the Howard factions. The facts, as 
they have developed here, are as follows: 

Baker and Burns were riding along the 
road on the same horse, Baker behind. Mc- 
Collum came in sight. According to re- 
ports, Baker opened hostilities, slipped 
from the horse, and, drawing a pistol, fired 
at McCollum. The horse had advanced 
and shied, bringing Burns directly in 
range. He was shot in the arm. Baker 
fired again, but missed. 

By this time McCollum had drawn his 
weapon and returned the fire. His first 
shot was true, the bullet striking Baker in 
the abdomen. He fell to the ground and 
lay there mortally wounded, while McCol- 
lum got away. Baker was brought to 
town and given every attention, but died 
within an hour of his: arrival. 

In the last trial of Jim Howard McCol- 
lum had been summoned by the common- 
wealth to testify. He was not used, but 
to the bad feeling caused by this the trag- 
edy is attributed. 

McCollum is a man with a record. 
ia the fourth to fall under his pistol. One 
of his victims was his own brother, Den- 
nis McCollum, for killing whom William 
was acquitted in Manchester a few months 
ago. He also killed Chad Hall and Ace 
Gilbert. For the murder of the former, 
which took place in.Clay County, he was 
tried on a change of venue. 

McCollum is not 24 years old. He is a 
youth with iron nerve, an unerring aim and 
quick trigger finger. He seldom, if ever, 
wastes a bullet and Is a dead shot under 
any circumstances. He is a nephew of 
Jule Webb, who was shot to death through 
the window of the Manchester jail, in 
which he was a prisoner.

To secure the 1% enlisted and prospective 
candidates, over 300 applicants had been 
partially or fully examined and over half 
refused, many because of failure to pass 
physical examination, others because they 
withdrew at the last moment, others be- 
cause of age. Some refuse satisfactory an- 
gwers to certain questions and are rejected 
because they are not considered up to the 
moral standard. While men are wanted, 
the rules are not relaxed. 

Boys are accepted as apprentices at 15. 
From that age to % enlistmemts are ac- 
cepted. 

Without special qualification, a man can- 
not enlist at above 30 years of age. 

Mechanics and men who have seen sea 
pervice are accepted up to 3%. 

TAeut. Everhart says the wages paid in 
the navy are the chief attractions to the 
service.

No Break in the Strike of 
Delivery Teamsters. 


OMAHA, May 6—The strike situation in 
Omaha was little changed today, each side 
resting with a hope that a settlement may 
be reached. Chief of Police Donahue per- 
sonally took charge of his force today, and 
was on the streets all forenoon directing 
the movements of his men. Several of the 
delivery companies began operations this 
morning with part of their wagons, which 
were driven either by thelr owners or fore- 
men. Each wagon was accompanied by 
from one to four policemen, who prevented 
any violence to drivers. 

The congestion at the freight depots was 
partly relieved when the wagons got to 
work. At each of the <opem is stationed 
a large squad of police and detectives.

From tha mayor's 
office it was stated that no strike breakers 
had been put to work and no disturbances 
reported. While the employers say they 
will resort to a call on the governor for 
troops if necessary, city authorities think 
they will be able to meet any emergency 
without the aid of the militia.

One of the first acts of Judge 
Foster, who is in charge of this court, was to announce that 
instructions would be issued to the police not to lock up in 
police stations prisoners under the age of 16, but to turn them 
over to the gharge of the probationary officer. 

This means that children will no longer be brought in contact 
with lbardened criminals and subjected to the influence of old 
offenders in the holdover. The buy or girl who has broken tae 
law for the first time will be guarded against an environment 
that might be ruinous. There can be no doubt that the change 
will save many a young person from becoming depraved.

NEW ORLBANS, May 6.—Dr. Adolph 
Lorenz, whose congenital hip disease cures 
have been hailed as the first fruits of an 
era of bloodless surgery, has saved his 
mothods from attack in the American Med- 
ical Association, now in session here, by 
declining to make an address on his work. 

His enemes in the convention were ready 
for the assault yesterday afternoon when 
he wes called upon for an address, In- 
stead of speaking at length, he merely 
thanked the convention for its courtesy, 
excusing himself from saying more with a 
declaration that he d’d not wish to intrude 
upon its time. There was no excuse for 
the attack, and it was not made. 

His enemies, however, say they 
“show him up,” as they express it, before 
the National Medical Society, which will 
meet in Washington in a few weeks. 


They maintain secrecy as to their plans, 
but it is said they intend to charge that 
many of the miraculous cures attributed 
to him have not been made.

Father Walser’s Exoneration Adds to 
the Puzzling Features of the 
Tragedy in the Parsonage 
at Lorain.

LORAIN, O., May 6.—Father Ferdinand 
Walser has been set free, and the murder 
of Agatha Reichlin in her brother’s house 
remains a mystery. 

Not a clew. to the 
murderer has been found. Accepting the 
theory of Father Walser's innocence, the 
only theory remaining is that the girl was 
killed by burglars. But the known facts do 
not fit this supposition. 

The most that the police can make out 
is that qa murder was committed and that 
it was a most horrible one. When and 
where they know, but why or by whom is 
an unanswered question. 

Some one advanced the theory that Miss 
Agatha Relchjin, the sister of Father 
Reichlin, was murdered by a jilted lover, 
but this has been exploded.
